Mineola, L. L, July 6.—Frank Holt, the man who shot J. 


Pier pent Morgan and exploded a' dynamite bomb in the na- 
tional capitol at Washington, tried to commit .suicide today, 
but his attempt was foiled by the vigilance of the guards. 


Extracting the rubber from a lead pencil, Holt bent the tin 


holder into a sharp point with his teeth and attempted to gash 
himself and open an artery. However he was under observa- 
tion all the time arid the improvised weapon was taken away 
from him before he could do himself any serious harm. 


Keeper McCaffery, who was in charge of the jail in the ab- 


sence* of the warden, admitted that the prisoner is in a bad way 
both physically and mentally.

Verdicts 
in m.a'iiy cases are so contrary to popular expectation, based on 
the'-reading of the accounts of trinls^s publishM.m the news- 
papers;, that- a feeling arises that. % jury system,' perfect in 
fheQ.ry, sometimes in.practice fails-do perform:the work for 
which it was" designed.

rise' tp.flie level of their duties and obligations. The members

called upon to serve as jurors, perform their duties honestly 
arid to the very best of their ability.

' It his been said that the fact 'that one of the parties to the 
recenVcelebrateil libel suit at Syracuse was an ex-president of 
the United States may have had something to do in leading the 
jury.to/ihe decision it reached, and in a murder case concluded 
a' few/days ago in which the defendant, a woman, was ac- 
qijitted, a'lea'dittg newspaper frankly?'admits, that "the prepos- 
sessing appearance'pf the woman apparently exerted a marked 
influence upon the jury."

- Such thought's and suspicions are disturbing. 
'I hey give 


rise-tb'the feeling that with all our legal machinery, of which 
the'jury system is'a most important part, we are not perfectly 
shielded'from'miscarriages of justice. .This leads to criticism 
of the jury system and calls for changes, the most common 
proposition.being..that majority rules should apply to juries. 


But:it is well to remember that while the jury system may 


•not be,perfect it is'the best we have, and that there would be 
serious -risk in making changes in a system that has served 
civilization so long.and, on .Hie whole, so well. 
What is 


needed more than changes in1 the system .is an awakening to 
the .solemnity and importance of jury duty. 
All who enter 


the'jury-box should lay aside every vestige of sentimentality 
•and prejudice!and;be; governed entirely by the evidence pre- 
sented and 'respect ^for-.the. oath they have taken. When trial 
'by'.jury fails it is the fault not.pf.lhe system, but of unworlhy 
or incompetent individuals, who occasionally find their way 
into the jury box in spite of all precautions.

A New York paper sug'gesls thai llic European war is liable 


to result in a pronounced shortage of laborers in this country. 
This ^prediction is .based on the facl-that Italy's entrance into 
the war will draw large numbers of Italians home to take their 
plac'es i.n tlie ranks.' 'Considerable numbers have already gone, 
arid il-is thought possible that before the war.ends the draft on 
thejabor forces of this country, of which Italians form a large 
' and important part in the field of common labor, may be large 
enough .to make Itself seriously fell. . The. New-York paper 
predicts tha^iri^uciv'an event: ihere .will be-a material rise in 
the rate of wages' and (hat the time may come when day la- 
borers'will command as high wages'as mechanics. 


But while all this may be possible it is hardly-probable, and 


there is no occasion for borrowing-trouble. 
While the num- 


ber of Italians and other foreigners who return home lo fight 
for their countries may be large in the aggregate, llic chances 
are that it will not be large enough to ali'ect the supply of 
labor seriously. For some years prior to the outbreak of the 
war about 1,000,000 immigrants came-lo ..this country an- 
nually, consequently a good sized army could be sent back 
without draining the labor market. 
And if the rate of wages 


should rise lo the level of the pay of mechanics—something 
which is not at all likely to happen—laborers would come-to 
the front in numbers that would be surprising. 
There are 


tens of thousands of men in the country who do not call them- 
selves laborers, bul who would quickly get into workmen's 
harness if the rewards were as tempting as those offered lo 
skilled workers. 


. Such a development as is hinled at by Ibis New York paper 


would make a grand opening for the army of the unemployed, 
about which so much was heard last winter, and bread lines 
and spup houses would have a period of rest. But the prob- 
ability is llial the supply of .labor will be equal to the demand 
in the future'as it has usually been in the pasl, and at present 
(here would seem to be no cause for worry. With farm hands'
